A M adrid dispatch says it is rum ored 
th at G eneral W eyler has delayed fresh 
operations against the insurgents in or­

D IS A S TR O U S F IR E . 


Five Hundred Thousand Dollars Go 
Up In Flames. 


N ew Y ork, Dec. 26.—F ire yesterday 
destroyed tw o big buildings on East 
T h irty -th ird street, partially destroyed 
the N ew York Polyclinic hospital and 
com pelled the removal of the patients, 
drove a score of fam ilies from their 
homes in adjoining buildings and did 
$500,000 dam ages. The structures w hich 
were destroyed were a o-story building 
used partly as an office building and a 
big 6-story building used as a factory 
building. 
The fire in E ast T hirty-third street 
had been burning from 6 o’clock until 7 
o’clock before any real alarm w as felt 
iu the Polyclinic, though the patients ; 
knew there was a fire in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Suddenly the roof of the hospital, : 
w hich is on T hirty-fourth street, burst 
into flames. 
The physicians iu charge j 
at once decided to remove the 58 pa- j 
tieuts. and the Delaware hotel near by 
w as placed a t the disposal of the Poly­ 
clinic officials. 
A squad of policemen 
began the rem oval of the sick people, 13 
children being carried 
out 
w ithout 
trouble. 
There was more trouble w ith the 
adult patients. P atients who should not 
have left their cots defh d the nurses and 
tried to escape. 
None of the patients 
w ill suffer from the change. In thS ten­ 
em ent house just west of the burning 
building lives tw enty-four families. The 
m others and fathers w atched the fire­ 
men w ith indifference from their w in­ 
dows, w hile their children played w ith ; 
C hristm as 
toys. 
Suddenly 
terror 
seized them as onlookers cried: “ R un 
for your lives; the w all is going to fall 
on you: 
M others picked up their little ones 
an d ran to the street. 
O thers refused 
to leave. 
The police shoved the men 
and women down the stairs and picked 
the children from the floors, carrying 
them out. 
Most of them were in their 
nig h t clothes, aud each of them was 
clinging to 8 toy. 
The roof of the fac­ 
tory building fell w ithin an hour after 
the fire was discovered. The w all to the 
west tum bled upon the tenem ent house. 
T he east wall w ent dow n on Schuller's 
hotel. The loss of half a m illion is well 
covered bv insurance.

TH E CLIFF RUINS OF COLORADO. 


A R egion of E special In te re s t to S tudents 
of th e P reh isto ric. 
The cliff ruins of the San Juan and 
the Mancos have been the center of at­ 
traction, have been viewred from all 
sides, and their wonders have been told 
and retold to the world time and time 
again. Scientific men have visited the 
region, have penetrated southwestern 
Colorado and have considered that sec­ 
tion a place of especial interest, because 
the cliff and cave dwellings are probably 
the oldest iu this strange land, being 
the first built in that mysterious journey 
•outhward of a great but unknown peo­ 
ple. For 20 years the prvwrpector has 
followed the San Juan river and gazed 
with careless unconcern on the rongh 
and broken walls, so full of interest to 
the archaeologist 
But the mind of the prospector has 
no room for curios, and he has no time 
for archaeological investigation. 
He 
sees only the glitter of the gold in the 
sand, aud thinks only of the time when 
he shall have made his stake. In No­ 
vember of 1892 hundreds of gold hunt­ 
ers rushed madly into the canyon north 
of the Navajo mountain, traveled 800 
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf­ 
fering torribly from the cold, hanger 
and the long, wearisome journey. In a 
few days they had staked off all the 
available land for 60 miles np and down 
the river and then returned home with­ 
out having obtained so much as a 00I01 
of gold, and today have nothing to show 
for it but the stakes. 
It is one of the most wildly pictur 
esque and beantiful regions in the 
world. The bleak old Navajo moon tain 
rises abruptly and towers like a grim 
sentinel over the surrounding mesas, 
while in a canyon gorge more than 8,000 
feet below its base the Rio San Juan 
appears like a silver thread. The oanyou

be made to the river only by a precipi­ 
tous trail, but as the river approaches 
the great Colorado the canyon becomes 
more narrow and the wall more perpen­ 
dicular, and when it merges into the 
Grand canyon it is scarcely more than a 
deep, dark channel 
A few miles from the Colorado river, 
where the canyon is not more than 800 
or 1,000 feet from wall to wall, and 
where the walls are perpendicular ami 
smooth, on the right wall are the pic­ 
tures of seven warriors with 
bows 
drawn to the last notch, while across 
the river on the opposite side are the 
pictures of seven antelope, apparently 
iu full run to escape the huntera These 
pictures arc well executed and are in 
the most inaccessible places. Evidently 
the artist had to be lowered from a 
ledge hundreds of feet above the picture 
and held suspended while he performed 
his tedious task. There are many places 
iu the mystic southwest where such 
paintings are to be found. — Denver 
Field and Farm. 


A P re p a ra tio n F o r P adding, 
V>rr many persons would like to 
know how to pad sheets of paper so as 
to mai'C tablets, but do not understand 
the proper composition for putting on 
the ocges. 
The following recipe 
is 
vouched for by competent authority; 
Glue, 4 pounds; glycerin, 2 pounds; 
linseol oil, one-half pound; sugar, one- 
quarter pound; aniline dyes in suffi­ 
cient quantity to color. The gluo is 
Softened by soaking it in a little cold 
water, then dissolved, together with the 
sugar, in the glycerin by aid of heat 
over a water bath. To this the dyes are 
added, after which the oil is well stir­ 
red. It is used hot Another composi­ 
tion of a somewhat similar nature is pre­ 
pared as follows: Glue, a pound; glycer­ 
in, 4 ounces; glucose sirup, about 2 
tablespooufuls; tannin, one-tenth ounce. 
Give the compositions an hour or mcve 
in which to dry or set before cutting or 
handling t he pads.—New York Ledger.

on you!” 
Mothers picked up their little ones 
and ran to the street. 
Others refused 
to leave. 
The police shoved the men 
and women down the stairs and picked 
the children from the floors, carrying 
them out. 
Most of them were in their 
night clothes, and each of them was 
clinging to a toy. 
The roof of the fac­ 
tory building fell within an hour atter 
the fire was discovered. The wall to the 
west tumbled upon the tenement house.

THE CLIFF RUINS OF COLORADO. 


A Bagio* of Especial Interest to Stadaata 
of tho Prehistoric. 
The cliff ruins of the San Juan and 
the Mancos have been the center of at 
traction, have been viewed from all 
sides, and their wonders have been told 
and retold to the world time and time 
again. 
Scientific men have visited the 
region, have penetrated southwestern 
Colorado and have considered that sec 
tion a place of especial interest, because 
the cliff and cave dwellings are probably 
the oldest iu this strange land, being 
the first built in that mysterious journey 
southward of a great but unknown peo­ 
ple. 
For 20 years the prospector has 
followed the San Juan river aud gazed 
with careless unconcern on the rough 
and broken walls, so full of interest to 
the archaeologist 
But the mind of the prospector has 
no room for curios, and he has no time 
for archaeological investigation. 
He 
sees only the glitter of the gold iu the 
•and, aud thinks only of the time when 
he Bhall have made his stake 
In No­ 
vember of 1892 hundreds of gold hunt­ 
ers rushed madly into the canyon north 
of the Navajo mountain, traveled 300 
miles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf­ 
fering terribly from the cold, hanger 
and the long, wearisome journey. 
In 
few days they had staked off all the 
available land for 50 miles up and down 
the river and then returned home with 
out having obtained so much as a coloi 
of gold, and today have nothing to allow 
for it but the stakea 
It is one of the most wildly pictur 
esque and beautiful regions in the 
world. The bleak old Navajo mountain 
rises abruptly and towers like a grim 
sentinel over the surrounding mesas, 
while in a canyon gorge more than 8,000 
feet below its base the Rio Ban Juan 
appears like a silver thread. The canyon 
is several miles wide, and a descent-can 
be made to the river only by a precipi­ 
tous trail, but as the river approaches 
the great Colorado the canyon becomes 
more narrow and the wall more perpen­ 
dicular, aud when it merges into the 
Grand canyon it ta scarcely more than a 
deep, dark channel. 
A few miles from the Colorado river, 
where the canyon is not more than 800 
or 1,000 feet from wall to wall, and 
where the walls are perpendicular and 
smooth, on the right wall are the pic­ 
tures of seven 
warriors with 
bows 
drawn to the last notch, while across 
the river on the opposite side are the 
pictures of seven antelope, apparently 
iu full run to escape the hun tem These 
pictures are well executed and ore in 
tho most inaccessible places. Evidently 
tho artist had to be lowered from a 
ledge hundreds of feet above the picture 
and held suspended while he performed 
his tedious task. There are many places 
in (be mystic southwest where such 
paintings are to be found. — Denver 
Field and Form.

One of the first things that struck me 
on my arrival at Dads was the good hu­ 
mored aud innocent chaff that passed 
bt ti. nu the men and the girls of the 
tribe, even in the streets of the ksar, 
and f HU more when they brought os our 
food to the minzah on the housetop. 
The women are distinctly pretty, with 
very fair skins aud clear complexions; 
but they detract much from their ap­ 
pearance by the strange manner in 
which they adorn their features with 
henna aud kohl, the former a red dye
